I am fully expecting God 
to give us more means the 
coming year so we can help 
the workers more. My faith 
is getting stroger on this line, 
and I am looking for funds 
from unexpected sources, 
both for foreign and home 
work. Quite a lot of the 
workers have been com- 

lled tospend much of their 
time in the past years in 





their families, but this kind of 
business is about over for 
those who are really chosen 
to carry the gospel. If they 
are worth anything at the 
front they must go, if they 
are not, then they must settle 
down to hard labor and earn 
allthey can and pay their 
tithes, and some offerings be- 
sides, so others can be sent 
to the front. 


This running out and in is 
unsatisfactory. Out a few 
weeks or months in evangel- 
istic work and then back at 
a job again for months is not 
the best thing, when workers 
are sO scarce andsouls are 
dropping into hell so rapidly. 
It is time we -re doing better 
than this. We cannot hope 
to gain the victory on the 
battlefield’ when the troops 
are withdrawn every few 
months. While they are at 
home the enemy is strength- 
ening his forces and _prepar- 
ing his intrenchments and 
breast works. This should 
not be allowed because our 
troops have withdrawn. If it 
is done at all it should be 
done amidst the rainof shot 
and shell of our boys as they 
thunder forth the great and 
powerful gospel of “Except 
ye repent, ye shall all like- 
wise perish,” and “God so 
loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.”
